DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-13 and 15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant's 
arguments filed 6 October 2009 are persuasive; additionally, due to the subsequent amendment 
to the claims are now outside the scope of the prior art. The argument regarding the 
temperature was important because it showed that the temperature used in the method of 
Baniel was not within the claimed range. Further, the temperature is a critical element in this 
invention because it is that property which allows for the separation of the desired compounds. 
Overall, the prior art does not teach, suggest or provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to obtain the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
